At any rate the Globe and Mail, which 
has an uncanny faculty of giving an advance indica- 
tion of the direction in which Mr. Hepburn is going 
to head next, came cut in the latter part of last week 
With an editorial expressing great surprise that the 
“hope he hears it” speech had attracted much 
attention. 

“Mr. King,” the Globe and Mail, “is an 
experienced politician and Leader with an excellent 
administrative record in the federal field and be- 
lieves he is attending to the business of his office in 
the public interests. Mr. Hepburn does not agree 
with some of his policies, but is attending to his own 
business.” This is very, very surprising. Mr. Hep- 
burn is premier of Ontario. There has not been the 
slightest suggestion that Mr. King by word or deed 
has ever interfered with the conduct of Mr. Hep- 
burn in that important capacity. Mr. King is premier 
of the Dominion of Canada. Mr. Hepburn has 
publicly accused Mr. King of “vacillation’”’ on an im- 
portant matter of federal policy, has declared him- 
self to be no longer a supporter of Mr. King, and 
has given notice that the Liberal party organization 
in Ontario will not extend any support to the federal 
Liberal party. This is what the Globe and Mail calls 
“attending to his own business.” 

The significance of this editorial, however, does 
not lie in its accuracy. It lies in its indication that 
the Globe and Mail thinks Mr. Hepburn went tco 
far. And if the Globe and Mail thought so last week, 
Mr. Hepburn probably thinks so this week. The 
“hope he hears it” speech cannot of course be erased 
from the records, and there no reason why it 
should be: it will serve to corral a lot of Conserva- 
tive voters who would otherwise hang back, and if 
there is going to be a provincial election this autumn 
that will be very helpful. But we do not think much 
more will be heard on the subject of ‘‘vacillation.” 
After all, other Governments besides Mr. King’s have 
been known to vacillate.

“MIWZ7E face an even greater crisis than in 1932. 
\N Such was the dictum of President Roosevelt in 
a speech demanding support for his project to render 
the judiciary subservient to his policies, and thus to 
remove the chief obstacle to a revolutionary change in 
the political structure of the United States. Such, in 
every part of the Dominion, is the ery of politicians 
and parties who are in control of the machinery of 
Government and resent the limitations which the con- 
stitution imposes upon that machinery. It 
matter Whether they are Socialists or Fascists, and 
indeed in some cases it is extremely hard to tell which 
they are; both of them want the autocratic powers of 
the state greatly extended, the limitations upon their 

exercise greatly reduced.

Certainly not in the economic 
sphere, for anybody who would suggest that the price

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WESTERN CANADA OPTIMISTIC 


Farm Purchasing Power Up—Good Wheat Crop Hoped For 
—Price Outlook Most Favorable in Several Years 


AS ALWAYS in the past, a major 


rise in the price of wheat has 
brought mounting optimism to West 
ern Canada, says the Royal Bank of 
Canada in its monthly letter. In 
July 19386 wheat prices at Winnipeg 
exceeded $1.00 after several years of 
exceedingly low levels, and early in 
April 1937 crossed $1.56 for the first 
time since September 1929.  Favour- 
able crop prospects, particularly in 


the United States winter wheat areas, 
caused some recession from this high 


level but the closing cash price for 
No. 1 northern wheat at Winnipeg 
averaged $1.387, for the month of 


April and ranged about $1.30 during 
May. In April and May 1936, the cor- 
responding were S01'ocents 
and respectively The 
world carryover Wheat at the end 
of the current season (July 31) will 
be below normal. In view of this 
the United States Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics recently issued a 
statement that “world wheat 
are expected to continue at high lev 
els in 1937-38, and should another 
small world crop or a small European 
crop be produced, world prices would

1936-37.” 

While the increase in the price of 
wheat, in particular, has been out 
standing, most farm products have 
shared in the upward movement. The 
official index of the prices of Cana- 
dian farm products for April last 
Was 91.4, an increase of nearly 50 
per cent over the general average for 
the year 1935-—63.5 Field crops 
showed the largest gain. The rise in 
the prices of animal products has 


been more moderate but the index for 


this group rose from 74.0 to 86.3 dur- 
ing the period under review. 
Sinee high prices for wheat, for 


instance, have prevailed only during 
the past few months, no great volume 


has been sold by the farmer at such 
levels. With a short crop in 1956 the 
intervening months have brought the 


benefits of high prices to the holders 
of the carryover, but only in a limited 
degree to the farmer. In no 
during the past season, however, 
the farmer sell his wheat on a basis 
of less than cents for No. 1 nor
